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VOTE “ YES” ON THE AMENDMENTS TUESDAY 
Every voter who goes to the polls next Tuesday sho uld 
mark his special Co nstitutio nal Amendment ballo t, which 
will be on a sheet separate from the regular ballot. The fo ur 
amendments to be voted upon are considered no n-co n tro- 
versial and will get the “ Yes” v ote of the Appeal publisher. 
All have merit and sho uld be appro v ed. Here is a brief ex­ 
planation of what each Amendment co ntains: 
Constitutional Amendment 1 would permit the ikse 01 
public funds, by a county, city, or other political subdiyis-. 
ion of the state to provide pension, retirement, disability 
and death benefits for any of its employees. At present, 
the Missouri constitution does not allow the legislature to 
make any provision whereby a political subdivision may 
provide a retirement or pension plan for employees other 
than policemen and firemen. The proposed amendment 
does not in itself establish a pension or retirement program. 
It merely allows the legislature, by some future legislative 
action, to make provisions for retirement of officers and 
employees of local government units. 
A second amendment would allow a change in the man- 


versity 
these purposes come from monies collected for the general 
operation of city or county government. The amendment 
would make it possible for local people to decide whether 
they prefer to continue this method or to obtain special 
funds for these purposes. The airport provisions o f the sec­ 
ond amendment would not apply to the large cities, such 
as St. Louis, Kansas City, St. J oseph and Springfield. The 
extension provisions would not apply 
class counties—St. Louis, J ackson, Buc 
to first and second 
luchanan, Greene.

Constitutional Amendment 3 makes it possible for the 
legislature to appropriate funds to increase the retirement 
allowances of public school teachers who are already on re­ 
tirement, in an effort to bring these allowances more in 
line with the amounts received by teachers retiring cur­ 
rently. 
The fourth proposal applies only to the City of St. Louis. 
It would permit the St. Louis city school district to vote, 
by a four-sevenths majority, a four-year tax levy which 
may be up to three times that which the board of education 
may authorize itself. Presently, such a levy can be voted 
by a simple majority if it is run for only two years and by 
a two-thirds majority if it is to be effective for more than 
two years.

Khrushchev Desperate Ov er 
Slowdown And Sabotage 
Resto res Stalinist Firing Squads 
And Concentration Camps 


TEHERAN. Iran—As you swuig 
fro m the Black Sea to the Cas­ 
pian Sea bo rders of the Sov iet 
Union, you run into co ncentrated 
ev idence 
of

chev ’s desperation. 
Fo r more than a year now there 
has been a mammo th, unreported,

of prison or labo r camps, o r ter­ 
rorization of priso ners by hard­ 
ened criminals: attempts on the 
life of policemen o r citizen v ol­ 
unteers: and giv ing and exhorting 
bribes ‘under especially aggrav at­ 
ing circumstances.’” 
Note that in February of this 
year the death penalty, which is 
disappearing acro ss the civ ilized 
world, was further extended to 
cov er management people. 
From February on persons m

“citizen v o lunteer” : This springs 
from the re-creatio n of the old 
spy system of the old Stalin days. 
One of the most unpublicized 
Sov iet phenomenon is the ‘social 
assembly,” It is o perated by se­ 
cret police and the Komsomol, 
the Young Communist League. It 
is supposed to be a spontaneous 
gathering of 
indignant citizens.

The immediate objectiv e of Ad­ 
ministratio n leaders is to obtain a 
House v ote on a measure approv ­ 
ed by the House Public Work s 
Committee to authorize starting at 
once a $900 million spending pro­ 
gram fo r areas of high unemploy­ 
ment. 
Action by the House Rules Com­ 
mittee is sought to send the mea­ 
sure to the House floor, where a 
v igorous fight is in prospect.

surance Corporation.

spending was v igorously assailed 
by adv o cates of go v ernment eco n­ 
omy and of sound financing. 
Trade Bill Changes Sought 
Determined efforts

births. 
Although his inv estigators hav e 
uncov ered no final proof, the pro­ 
miscuous use of drugs by preg­ 
nant women may be a majo r 
cause of mental retardatio n and 
physical deformities. Here is what 
the 
Humphrey 
Committee 
is 
learning: 
Drug manufacturers hav e done 
appallingly little testing on ani­ 
mal fetuses. But ev en drugs that 
hav e been found safe for animals 
may damage the human embryo, 
which 
is 
highly 
v ulnerble 
to 
drugs. 
“Women in the child - bearing 
age must be educated not to tak e 
new drugs,” 
warns 
Dr. 
Helen 
Taussig, the Johns Hopk ins expert 
on baby malfo rmatio ns. 
Another problem is the habit of 
pregnant women to run for medi­ 
cation ov er the slightest discom­ 
fort or headache. Pills that re­ 
liev e distress 
may nev er hav e 
been tested on unborn babies and 
could cause unk nown injury. 
Meanwhile, 
Euro pe’s 
sle. ping- 
pill nightmare 
is 
spreading 
to 
Canada and the United States, as 
more women who hav e tak en tha­ 
lidomide pills are giv ing birth to 
hideously defo rmed babies. 
More Deformities Expected 
Since the pills weren’t with­ 
drawn from use on this side ot 
the Atlantic until March, the full 
extent of the epidemic won’t be 
k nown until Christmas. 
Hardest hit were Germany and 
England where the tragic sleep­ 
ing pills had been on the mark et 
since 1959. 
Although the Defense 
Dcpaii- 
ment claims no deformed babies 
hav e been born to Americans sta­ 
tioned 
in 
Euro pe, 
this column 
found an army couple whose de­ 
formed. 
two-year-old 
daughter 
was conceiv ed in Germany. The 
mother had purchased thalidomide 
tablets from a German pharmacy. 
Now’ liv ing in St. Paul. Minn.,

THE NEGRO VOTE 


Those interested in how Negroes 
vote, as many persons are interest­ 
ed these days, w ill find several 
pages of recorded facts in the is­ 
sue of Congressional Quarterly for 
the final week of March. 
For one thing. Negroes vote for 
Negroes. In the congressional dis­ 
tricts of northern cities with the 
largest percentage of Negro popu­ 
lation only one has a white mem­ 
ber of the House. 
The 
Negro 
members 
of 
the 
House are W illiam Dawson of Chi­ 
cago, Adam Powell of New York, 
Robert Nix of Philadelphia, and 
Charles Diggs of Detroit. At least 
one new Negro member, from lo s 
Angeles, is expected following this 
year’s elections. 
Another thing that is obvious 
is that Negroes vote for Demo­ 
cratic Party candidates. In the en­ 
tire list of 96 congressional dis­ 
tricts with the largest percentages 
of Negro residents, there is exact­ 
ly one Republican. He is Gordon 
McDonough of Los Angeles, who 
went to Congress in 1944 and has 
been continuously re-elected since. 
But in the most recent election he 
barely got a m ajority of the votes. 
There is a sidelight in the fact 


that in nearly half of the districts 
with the largest part of its resi­ 
dents Negroes there was an ab­ 
sence of a Republican candidate. 
This, it seems to us, emphasizes 
the two - headed nature of the 
j Democratic Party, one speaking 
for the northern city voters, the 
other for the conservative south­ 
erners. 
But even the southern Democrats 
are divided between the districts 
in which few Negroes vote and 
those in which they vote in substan­ 
tial numbers. There are 40 congres­ 
sional districts in eight southern 
states in which more than 10 per 
cent of the registered voters are 
Negroes. 
The 
largest 
percentage 
is 
in 
Memphis 
and 
Shelby 
County, 
where 30.7 per cent of the regis­ 
tration was Negro ia 1960. There 
are only three, one each in Ten­ 
nessee, Texas and Virginia, with 
as much as 20 per cent of the re­ 
gistration. 
Tennessee is the only southern 
state in which as much as 40 per 
cent of the voting - age Negro 
population is registered to vote.

M unicipal utilities throughout Missouri ore 
being urged by their state association to help 
get out the vote next Tuesday in order to bring 
about the approval of Constitutional Am end­ 
ment No. 1, which would perm it the use of 
public funds by political subdivisions to pro­ 
vide pension, retirement, disability and death 
benefits for city employees. 


Presently the 
Constitution 
provides that 
cities can offer retirement or pension plans to 
policemen and firemen, but u tility and other 
longtime public servants are not included. 


The Missouri Association of M unicipaj U ti­ 
lities strongly supports passage of Amendment 
No. 1 and has asked its members to rally the 
voters. 


Governor John M. Dalton decided to submit 
Amendment No. I and three others to the 
voters in August, rather than at the Novem­ 
ber general election, on the grounds that these 
issues are non-controversial. W hile this may 
be so, the M A M U is fearful that most M is­ 
souri voters w ill be inclined to turn thumbs 
down on the proposed amendment because 
they 
have 
not 
been 
thoroughly 
informed 
about it. 


An effort is being made to show that pen­ 
sion plans for firemen and policemen are dis­ 
crim inatory unless being broadened to cover 
other municipal employees. 


It also has been stressed by M arvin E. 
Castleberry of Springfield, president of M A ­ 
M U, that such plans are not mandatory w ith 
any m unicipality. 


The proposed amendment, of course, does 
not itself establish a pension or retirement pro­ 
gram; merely indicates to legislators that by 
future action they are expected to make pro­ 
visions for the retirement of other employees 
of local government units. 


This is an age of fringe benefits, as repre­ 
sented by retirem ent plans, and certainly most 


Missourians will agree that what is good for 
policemen and firemen, not to mention em­ 
ployees of private industry and statç and fed­ 
eral governments, should be worth seriously 
considering for other valued, long-service em­ 
ployees of municipalities. 


The Missouri Association of M unicipal U tili­ 
ties 
has 
strongly 
endorsed 
Constitutional 
Amendment No. I, which w *l be on the ballot 
at the August 7, prim ary election, as a mea^s 
of perhaps eventually establishing plans for 
municipal u tility employees. 


M arvin E. Castleberry, mancger of City U ti­ 
lities of Springfield and president of M A M U , 
said that while the Missouri Constitution con­ 
tains a specific provision whereby the legisla­ 
ture may permit a political subdivision tc pro­ 
vide a retirement or pension pian, it applies 
only for policemen and firemen. 


The proposed amendment would make it 
possible to broaden the retirement or pension 
plans to extend them to other employees, 
Castleberry explained. 


'T h e Association would like to see fringe 
benefits for other employees long engaged in 
public service," Castleberry declared. "W e 
feel their pension or retirement plan should be 
somewhat comparable to those now available 
to many employees of private industry, and 
state and federal governments." 


Castleberry reminded 
that 
the 
proposed 
amendment does not in itself establish a pen­ 
sion or retirement program, but merely allows 
the legislature, by future action, to make pro­ 
visions for one. 


He also stressed that such a program is not 
compulsory for any m unicipality. 


The Missouri Association of M unicipal U ti­ 
lities is a non-profit organization representing 
more than 40 city-owned power and light 
firm s in the state.

If this is so. and some­ 
one uses a patent improperly, the 
fault is not in the system but in 
its perversion, and adequate re­ 
course is available elsewhere in 
statute provided for that purpose. 
The assailing of the system be­ 
cause patents sometimes 
figure 
in antitrust or monopoly actions 
is as ridiculous — and as mischiev­ 
ous — as to condemn the automo­ 
bile because of the drunken driver 
or to outlaw elevators because they 
are occasionally used by burglars. 
It is sometimes argued that the 
patent system, which stimulated 
progress in the day of ‘‘the lone 
inventor,” is inapplicable to today's 
soviet\ because the conditions of 
invention have changed. By this 
it is implied that the corporate 
research effort is somehow less 
wortliv or les,- en'itled to consider­ 
ation than the eflort of the inven­ 
tive individual. 
But such contentions fall of their 
ow n weight when we note that the 
objective of the patent law’ is not 
the protection of the inventor but 
the protection of society. It is per­ 
haps true, as someone has said, 
thai 
we can no longer depend 
upon “barbers, ministers, and art 
> indents" for discovery but must 
put our raith increasingly in large- 
scaie collaborative effort. 
But if -o, what society would 
choose to limit its transactions of 
mutual purpose to those least likely 
to further its ends? To do so would 
be like insisting on handmade rif­ 
le 
for defense or on hand-hoed 
coin for sustenance. If the aim is 
to advance the public benefit, then 
society must rightly take its gains 
where it finds them, whether in 
the garret workshop or in the in­ 
dustrial laboratory. 
Does a corporate sponsorship of 
invention diminish the chances for 
fruitful results?

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VOTE “YES” ON THE AMENDMENTS TUESDAY 
Every voter who goes to the polls next Tuesday should 
mark his special Constitutional Amendment ballot, which 
will be on a sheet separate from the regular ballot. The four 
amendments to be voted upon are considered non-contro* 
versial and will get the “Yes” vote of the Appeal publisher. 
All have merit and should be approved. Here is a brief ex­ 
planation of what each Amendment contains: 
Constitutional Amendment 1 would permit the use 01 
public funds, bv a county, city, or other political subdivis­ 
ion of the state to provide pension, retirement, disability 
and death benefits for any of its employees. At present, 
the Missouri constitution does not allow the legislature to 
make any provision whereby a political subdivision may 
provide a retirement or pension plan for employees other 
than policemen and firemen. The proposed amendment 
does not in itself establish a pension or retirement program 
It merely allows the legislature, by some future legislative 
action, to make provisions for retirement of officers and 
employees of local government units. 
A second amendment would allow a change in the man­ 
ner by which some cities and towns support municipal 
airports and third and fourth class counties support Uni­ 
versity of Missouri Extension work. At present, funds for 
these purposes come from monies collected for the general 
operation of city or county government. The amendment 
would make it possible for local people to decide whether 
they prefer to continue this method or to obtain special 
funds for these purposes. The airport provisions of the sec­ 
ond amendment would not apply to the large cities, such 
as St. Louis. Kansas City, St. Joseph and Springfield. The 
extension provisions would not apply to first and second 
class counties—St. Louis. Jackson. Buchanan. Greene. Jas­ 
per, Jefferson and Clay. 
Constitutional Amendment 3 makes it possible for the 
legislature to appropriate funds to increase the retirement 
allowances of public school teachers who are already on re­ 
tirement, in an effort to bring these allowances more in 
line with the amounts received by teachers retiring cur­ 
rently. 
The fourth proposal applies only to the City of St. Louis. 
It would permit the St. Louis city school district to vote, 
by a four-sevenths majority, a four-year tax levy which 
may be up to three times that which the board of education 
may authorize itself. Presently, such a levy can be voted 
by a simple majority if it is run for only two years and by 
a two-thirds majority if it is to be effective for more than 
two years.

Municipal utilities throughout Missouri are 
being urged by their state association to help 
get out the vote next Tuesday in order to bring 
about the approval of Constitutional Amend­ 
ment No. I, which would permit the use of 
public funds by political subdivisions to pro­ 
vide pension, retirement, disability and death 
benefits for city employees. 


Presently the Constitution provides that 
cities con offer retirement or pension plans to 
policemen and firemen, but utility and other 
longtime public servants are not included. 


The Missouri Association of Municipaj Uti­ 
lities strongly supports passage of Amendment 
No. 1 and has asked its members to rally the 
voters. 


Governor John M. Dalton decided to submit 
Amendment No. I and three others to the 
voters in August, rather than at the Novem­ 
ber general election, on the grounds that these 
issues are non-controversial. W hile this may 
be so, the M AM U is fearful that most Mis­ 
souri voters will be inclined to turn thumbs 
down on the proposed amendment because 
they 
have 
not 
been 
thoroughly 
informed 
about it. 


An effort is being made to show that pen­ 
sion plans for firemen and policemen are dis­ 
criminatory unless being broadened to cover 
other municipal employees. 


It also has been stressed by Marvin E, 
Castleberry of Springfield, president of M A ­ 
MU, that such plans are not mandatory with 
any municipality. 


The proposed amendment, of course, does 
not itself establish a pension or retirement pro­ 
gram; merely indicates to legislators that by 
future action they are expected to make pro­ 
visions for the retirement of other employees 
of local government units. 


This is an age of fringe benefits, as repre­ 
sented by retirement plans, and certainly most 


Missourians will agree that what is good for 
policemen and firemen, not to mention em­ 
ployees of private industry and staff and fed­ 
eral oovernments. should be worth seriously 
considering for other valued, long-service em­ 
ployees of municipalities

M arvin E Castleberrv, mancger of Citv U ti­ 
lities of Springfield and president of M A M U , 
said that while the Missouri Constitution con­ 
tains a specific provision whereby the legisla­ 
ture may permit a political subdivision to pro­ 
vide a retirement or pension plan, it applies 
only for policemen and firemen. 


The proposed amendment would make it 
possible to broaden the retirement or pension 
plans to extend them to other employees, 
Castleberry explained. 


'The Association would like to see fringe 
benefits for other employees long engaged in 
public service,' Castleberry declared. 
"W e 
feel their pension or retirement plcn should be 
somewhat comparable to those now available 
to many employees of private industry, and 
state and federal governments " 


Castleberry reminded 
that 
the proposed 
amendment does not in itself establish a pen­ 
sion or retirement program, but merely allows 
the legislature, by future action, to make pro­ 
visions for one. 


He also stressed that such a program is not 
compulsory for any m unicipality.

And suddenly, the top of M o n t e 
Aiban with the old Zapotec ruins 
turned a fire pink when sunlight 
gpilled over the eastern mountains.
